aad aid in forming a speedy union. Be- 
lore commencintr the work of buddhi;>:. 
one should provide himself with a prop- 
er knife ana material necessary to bind 
the bud iu its place. Koives are made 
expressly for the pursose, with a thin 
Ivon* end to the handle, but any pocket 
kuife with a thin blade rounded at tlie 
end will serve the purpose. Stripjs or 
strinjcs of basswood are best for tyin^, 
but, in the absence of these, other ma- 
terial will serve the purpose. 

To prepare the bud, take a cion of the 
present seaison's <rrowth, and cut off the 
portions of each (»nd that have imper- 
lectlv developed buJs. Next cut oft 
the leaves at about the middle of the 
foot slulk.s. Then take thr^cion in your 
left hand, with the small end pointmg 
toward you, or partly under the left 
arm; insert the knire hlatle. wliich 
should be sharj), half an inch below iho 
bud; out throujrh the bark and a little 
into the wood; pass it under the bud, 
bringing it out a little above, thus 
taking off the bud with the bark and a 
thin slice of wood attached. Then make

"Women are armed,*' save the fl;^^ 
ta^or, *'with fins as men witA swords« 
aud sometimes do more execution with 
them.** Since the days of good c^ueen 
Antie men have left off wearing swords 
in private life, •and somehow, though 
ladies still brandish fans, they do not 
occupy the same place in the female 
economy. They are not a necessary 
part of the costume even to those who 
array themselves in the most faded of 
Miss GreenawayN atituranally tinted 
vestures. It is still more remarkable 
that, tlioujrh prizes have recently been 
offered and an exhibition held ft)r de- 
signs of fans, nothing original or in any 
way out of the common was producea. 
The patro!iaj;e of royalty failea to evoke 
a single painting which could be shown 
at evidence that since Addison's dav 
taste and slcill in decoration have ad- 
vanced. The Spectator^ describing the 
second motion in the exercise of the fan 
—that, namely, of ••Unfurling*'— calls 
it the most pleasing part of his drill to 
those who are looking on. ••It discov- 
ers on a sudden an inflidte number of 
Cupids, garlands, altars, birds, beasts, 
rainbows, and the like agreeable fig- 
ures.'* Every one in the regiment held 
a picture in her hand, and the subject 
of every picture is thus clearly indicated, 
and the description would serre equally 
well to describe a modern show of ♦•that 
little modish machine.*' Views of gar- 
dens, in which move figures in Watteau- 
like costumes, or none, Cupids, and all 
the goddesses, predominated largely, 
and It was abundantly evident that none 
of the competitors had made the slight- 
est attempt to strike out a new line of 
fan decoration, and that tlie best were 
only anxious that their productions 
shouhl be the nearest possible imitation 
of old work, it must l)e conceded that 
a fan is not an easv thing to decorate 
effectively. The folds into whicli it falls 
are so stiff that a picture is spoilt) and 
can not be properly displayed even when 
the fan is new. Landscapes and other 
scenes are all very well on the Jaoanese 
itilt hand-screens ; but on folding fans 
they are out of place, and the wonder is 
that modern designers do not endeavor 
by some devlcCf which it is our business 
to invent for themt to make the beautv 
of a fan consist In the way the picture is 
adapted to the conditions ; or, as Gothic 
architeota used to ea]r« to render the con- 
struction ornamental. A handsomely 
painted fan is a thing to hang up, not to 
use. It is not made to go into folds 
without risk of ruin. It is not, in ^hort, 
properlv a fan, but a picture. There is 
MUMthlng wrong here. Fans are an 
intinitcly little subject for the display of 
high art; but no doubt, to use again the 
words of the Spectator^ something might 
be done, ••provided a woman appues 
her tbooghl^to it.*'~iSa<untoy B§pkw. 



The Saes CaaaL 



When Napoleon sent •his engineers tc 
take the levels across the Isthmus of 
Suez in order to determine the practica- 
bditv of di^'jrino; a canal through the 
sand for commercial purposes, they 
made out that the surface of the Gulf of 
Suez was thirty feet higher than the 
Mediterranean, and so the pro ect was 
for the time given up. The blunder in 
the 8urvi»y was not discovered until 
1840, when new scheiues began to bo 
agitated foi^cuttinor a ship channel that 
would shorten the vovag-; frv>m Europe 
to India and ihc Knst U\ almost the en- 
tire distance ariMuid the coutineut ol 
Africa. ». 

in 1S3 4 M. de Le soni formed a crnal 
coni| any and obtaii eil agrant from the 
Viceroy of Egypt for n netv-nine vears. 
The scheme was hooked ufion wit'U sus- 
picion by Uriti"*!! euj:ineers and British 
capitalists and the incnption and prose- * 
cution of tiie enterprise wore largely 
due to the French.. In liiOy the work 
was bf^o^un, and ten years later the 
Ke l Sea and Ihe McdltcrraiK an met in 
the Bitter Lakes. The to a! length of 
the canal is not far from loo miles, 
about seveutv-tive m%s of the course 
being lormed byexcavaMon and t wnty- 
llve miles Iviui^ througli il»e shallow 
lakes of the i.s:hmu3, which, in many 
places, required deepcninir. Tne onii- 
nary width of the canal is Tj2o feet at the 
surface and seventy-two fe^tat the l)Ol- 
tom, the depth of the water b(Mn;i; 
twenty-six feet. There are uo locks 
throughout its course, and its termini 
are Suc:^ at tlie entrance to the Gulf of 
Suez on the south, from which point 
there are railroads to Cairo and Alex- 
andria aiul a ** fresh-water cauMl'' to 
the Nile, aud Port Said at the margin of 
the Mediterranean pn the north. Th* 
building of an artificial harbor at each 
terminus, with the necessarv protoe- 
tions, was reckoned a greater under- 
taking than the excavation of the canal 
itself. 

The work w.is formally opened on the 
17th of November, 1869, and on the 

2oth it wa'^ publiidy announced 'that 
Lord Bt. acoasliehi had purchased from 
Ismail Pasha, who had become viceroy 
of Egypt under the title of Khedive, 
176,602 out of the 4')O,O00 shares of £20 
isaoh. The sum paid was £4,080,000, 
and the commissions to the Rothschilds 
and other expense s of the transaction . 
amounted to about £100.0iX) more. By 
the terms of transfer the Government 
receives interest at live per cent, on the 
shares till the year I S.U, after whi<di it 
is to receive tlie full diviilcnds. There 
are three members nf ilu^ Hoard of Di- 
rectors represent in^r the interest of the 
British (jovernnient. one of whom is a 
resident director in Paris, where he lias 
hitherto acted in perfect accord with 
the French maj<»rity in (he directory.

When to €nt Tear Tobaeeo Crop* 

Tobacco, says the Farnier's Home Jour- 
nal, ought not to be cut wlien there is a 
probabilitv of rain before it can be safely 
lioust»d. \Vhen caught in a shower it is 
bespattered with dirt, an«l its value greatly 
impaired. Neither shooM tobacco oe cut 
immediately after a rain, because much of 
tlie gummv mutter, wliich adds to its 
weight, is dissolved and washed away by n 
rainfall. If tht* harvest is. however, de- 
layed three ur four days, this substance 
will aconmnlate again and be bm, abundant 
as ever* Tobacco shtaild not be cut whil^ 
the dew is on the leaf; if so it eatbers 
enough to render it gritty, a decidedly ob- 
jeetional'le feature, eKpecially designed for 
chewing purposes. It should not be cut 
on the morning of a very hot day, else it 
will sunburn before it can be house*]. By 
the way, in case of sunburn it is probably 
best to let it remain in the field and take 
the dews. 

Beginners are ul^o cautioned against oat* 
ting this crop immedtatelv afterfnoon on a 
hot day, for the resBon that tbe nun will 
acorch it bdtora it wilts sut&ciently to 
hMdIe. Inasmncb as in warm weather it 
is luisafe to expose cat tobacco to the sun 
between the hours of 11 in the morning 
and 2 in the afternoon, cutting is usually 
accomplished previoiis to the first men-
